The regular meeting of the Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman 
John F. Brisbin, at 7:30 P.M.

The proceedings of the regular meeting 
of December 4, 1958, were approved. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition to rezone Lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, and 
12, Block 80 (400 Block North Walnut 
Street) from “D’” Apartment District to 
‘1-1 Professional Offices District be 
granted because the request is for an ex- 
tension of an existing professional offices 
district. 


Motion carried. 


Commissioner Stoakes arrived. 


After discussion regarding the parking 
needs for a church, it was moved and 
supported that the petition by the Church 
of Christ to rezone that part of the S. 
500 ft. of Lot 4 of James Turner’s Sub’n. 
of part of Sec. 6, T4N, R2W, starting 60 ft. 
N.E,. from US 16 and 118 ft. N.W.ly. along 
ROW Line from E, line of Lot 4, thence 
N. 88° 08’ E. 150.8 ft. to E, line of Lot 4, 
thence N. 308.5 ft., thence N. 51° 57’ W. 
205 ft., thence S. 500 ft. (along line paral- 
lel to and 20 ft. away, from W. line of 
Lot 4) to ROW of US 16, thence SEW 
along ROW line 87 ft. to place of begin- 
ning, located in the City of Lansing, Ing- 


ham Co., Michigan, (2114 North Grand 
River) from “A” One Family Residence 
District to ‘‘B’” One Family Residence Dis- 
trict be tabled until we receive further 
information regarding parking area. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Robert S. Perry to rezone prop- 
erty beginning on the South right-of-way 
line of Potter Street and 25 ft. from the 
centerline thereof at its intersection with 
the West right-of-way line of S. Cedar St. 
and 48 ft. from centerline thereof, running 
Southerly 196 ft. on a line 43 ft. West of, 
and parallel with centerline of said Cedar 
St., thence Westerly 40 ft. parallel with 
Potter St., thence Northerly 196 ft. parallel 
with centerline of said Cedar St., thence 
Easterly 40 ft. to point of beginning (4600 
S. Cedar St.) from “J” Parking District to 
“KF”? Commercial District be granted be- 
cause it is a logical extension of the existing 
“FF” Commercial District. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Paul G. Schmidt to rezone part 
of East % of S.E. 4 of Sec. 29, TAN, 
R2W, Ingham Co., Mich., described as— 
Beginning at the intersection of the East 
line of Logan Street and North line of 
“Logancrest Sub’n”; thence North 133.33 
ft.; thence East 280.0 ft.; thence South 
133.38 ft. to the North line of “Logan- 
crest Sub’n.’”’; thence West 280.0 ft. to 
place of beginning. (2919 S. Logan) from 
“A’” Qne Family Residence District to 
“H” Light Industrial District be granted, 
and that the adjoining properties described 
as beginning 133.33 ft. North of the inter- 
section of the East line of Logan St. and 
North line of “Logancrest Sub’n.,” thence 
North 626.82 ft., thence East 330 ft., thence 
South 165 ft., thence West 50 ft., thence 
South 361.32 ft., thence West 280 ft. to 
point of beginning, (part of the 2800 and 
2900 blocks S. Logan St.) also be rezoned 
from “A” One Family Residence District 
to “H” Light Industrial District because 
all these properties are now used for in- 
dustrial purposes. 


Motion carried. 
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It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to.the City Council that the 
petition by Frank T. Moore to rezone prop- 
erty described as—Part of Lot No. 21 of 
Townsend’s Subdivision Plat of Part of 
Sec. 4, 5, 8 and 9 in T4N, R2W, adjacent 
to the City of Lansing, Commencing at the 
intersection of the W. line of said Lot 21, 
and the Southerly right-of-way of Grand 
River Avenue, said line being 50 feet from 
and parallel to the center of said avenue, 
thence South 179.5 ft., thence Southeast- 
erly parallel with said avenue 46.1 ft., 
thence Northeasterly 143 ft. to Grand River 
Ave., at a point 157.5 ft. Southeasterly 
from the point of beginning, thence North- 
westerly 157.5 ft. to the point of begin- 
ning. (2507 N. Grand River Avenue) from 
“A” Qne Family Residence District to 
“E-1” Drive-In Shop District be not granted 
because the requested zoning would be 
“spot zoning” of residentially oceupied prop- 
erty, and would have a detrimental effect 
on adjacent residential properties. 


Motion carried: 


It was moved and supported that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petition by Lewis Robb to rezone Lot No. 
68, Elmview Subdivision (411 Denver 
Street) from ‘“A’’ One Family Residence 
District to “F’? Commercial District be not 
granted because the rezoning would create 
a new commercial use on Denver Street, 
divided from the present commercial zoning 
on Cedar Street by an alley. 


Motion carried. 


Attorney Fred Abood, representing the 
petitioner S. N. Abood, spoke in favor of 
the rezoning of property in_the 500 block 
of Lincoln and Greenlawn Streets, stating 
that it is the petitioner’s intention when 
this property is rezoned to provide a wall 
on the east line of the parking area and 
to deed to the city a 20-foot strip at the 
rear of the commercial property for alley 
purposes. He pointed out that this property 
has been in its present ownership for sev- 
eral years and it is the intention of the 
present owner to fully develop the com- 
mercial area in which case additional off- 
street parking area would be needed. He 
also stated that it is the petitioner’s inten- 
tion of providing a good commercial de- 
velopment on this property in spite of 
numerous opportunities to sell the property 
for uses not usually found in a shopping 
center. He called to the Board’s attention 
that a commercial and parking area on 
the west side of Cedar Street is the approxi- 
mate depth of the present and requested 
commercial and parking area. After a very 
lengthy discussion among the members of 
the Board regarding using present vacant 
commercially zoned area for parking as 
against additional parking area to permit 
full commercial development of the vacant 
commercially zoned area, it was moved and 
supported, that the petition by S. N. Abood 
to rezone Lots 98 and 99, Addmore Sub- 
division (500 block of Lincoln and Green- 
lawn Streets) from ‘‘B’” One Family Resi- 
dence District to ‘J’? Parking District be 
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granted providing for screening on the 
east line of the parking area to be worked 
out between the petitioner and the Plan- 
ning Director. Commissioner Neller . dis- 
qualified himself from voting because of 
a personal interest in this property. 


Motion lost.

It was moved and supported that the 
petition by Lloyd H. Bush to rezone Lot 39, 

oodrow Park Subd. (1900 block Ray 
Street) from ‘B’’ One Family Residence 
District to “D’? Apartment District be not 
granted because the petitioner is no longer 
interested in this rezoning. 


Motion carried. 


The Senior Planner reported that the 
proposed Plat of Deerfield Manor Subd. 
cannot at this time be served by storm 
sewers. It was moved and supported that 
tentative approval of the tentative Plat 
of Deerfield Manor Subd. be not given 
until storm sewers can be provided. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Planning Board advise the City Council 
that the matter of reversion to original 
zoning, if property is not used within six 
months after rezoning, is being studied by 
the Board and considered by our Con- 
sultant from the standpoint of planning in 
connection with the new Zoning Ordinance 
and an opinion is being sought as to its 
legality. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Planning Board advise the City Council 
that the matter of farm zoning as an addi- 
tion to the Zoning Ordinance wil] be con- 
sidered in the new Zoning Ordinance which 
will be submitted to the City Council for 
their consideration in the near future, that 
they further wish to advise that if addi- 
tional annexation is imminent in the very 
near future that further consideration to 
a recommendation in this matter wil] be 
given to it. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Planning Board advise the City Council 
that the Planning Board encourages diversi- 
fication in architectural design because 
property values will be enhanced over a 
long period of time if such practices are 
carried on. However, the Planning Board 
recommends that the matter of architec- 
tural control be referred to the City At- 
torney for his opinion as to the legality of 
such a regulation or ordinance. 


Motion darried. 
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It was moved and supported that the 
matter of “D-1’’ Professional Offices Section 
revision be considered in the new Zoning 
Ordinance. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved and supported that no 
action be taken in connection with Parking 
requirements in Commercial Zoning until 
the new Ordinance is considered. 


Motion carried. 


The Director announced that the annual 
meeting of the Michigan Society of Plan- 
ning Officials will be held at the Hotel 
Olds on Thursday and Friday, January 29 
and 30, and gave a brief outline of the 
program. Chairman Brisbin urged all mem- 
bers to attend as many sessions as possible. 


Chairman Brisbin announced that final 
drafts of the tentative text of the Master 
Plan will soon be ready for review by 
various committees and appointed the 
following committees:

Parking District was referred to the Plan- 
ning Board by the City Council on January 
5, 1959. Chairman Brisbin explained that 
it would be necessary to waive the Board’s 
Rules of Administrative Procedure to act 
on this matter. It was moved and supported 
that the rules be waived.

Light Industrial District 
be granted.

Mr. Harold Hodge appeared in favor of 
his petition to rezone property at the S.E.

It was moved and supported that we recom- 
mend to the City Council that the petition 
by Harold Hodge to rezone Lot 13, Block 
32, Elmhurst Subdivision (S.E. corner of 
Mt. Hope and Pattengill Avenues) from 
“B”? One Family Residence District to “F’”’ 
Commercial and “J” Parking Districts, 
be not granted because the requested zon- 
ing would be “spot zoning’? in a predom- 
inantly single family residence district and 
would have a detrimental effect on adjacent 
residential values. 


Motion carried. 


The Director informed the Board that 
petitions to rezone property in the 900 
block of E. Kalamazoo Street had been re- 
ferred back to the Planning Board because 
of the petitioner’s error in classification 
when the petition was filed. It was again 
pointed out that two property owners in 
this area had withdrawn their petitions for 
rezoning. It was moved and supported that 
the petitions be corrected and that we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
petitions to rezone the S. 14 ft. of Lot 9, 
and Lot 11, from ‘“D-M” Multiple Dwelling 
District to “F’? Commercial District and 
the W. 105 ft. of Lot 10 from “D” Apart- 
ment District to “F’’ Commercial District, 
all in Block 15, Green Oaks Addition, be 
not granted because of the withdrawal of 
petitions for rezoning for two parcels of 
property on this block which caused the 
establishment of an “F’? Commercial Dis- 
trict on the balance of the property to be 
“spot zoning’? and the property does not 
meet the minimum requirements set up in 
the “Policy on Rezoning For Service Sta- 
tions.”” Commissioner Sinas_ disqualified 
himself from voting on the motion.
